ne  of  the  inost  interesting  senes  of  coins  Ironi  a his- 


toric, political,  or  religous  standpoint,  are  those  issued 


by  the  dethroned  English  king,  James  II,  for  Ireland  in  1689 
and  1690. 

It  udll  be  remembered  that  James  II  was  driven  from 
the  throne  by  his  son-in-law  WiHiani  of  Orange  in  1688.  He 
fled  to  France,  received  tlie  aid  of  jLouis  XIV,  the  French 


sympathisers  raised  the  standard  of  rebellion. 

Ilis  money  was  soon  expended  and  to  meet  the  necesi- 
ties  of  the  case,  he  collected,  says  Macauley,  ‘Gld  brass  can- 
non, kettles,  door-knobs,”  etc.  &c.,and  sent  them  to  the  mint 
and  had  them  coined  into  crowns,  half-crowns,  shillings  and 
six-pences,  and  decreed  that  they  should  pass  at  these  values 
although  intrinsically  their  worth  was  almost  nil. 

l^enny  and  Half-penny  pieces  were  also  issued  in  wliite 
metal  in  1689;  and  again  says  the  historian,  “in  a short  time 
lumps  of  base  metal,  nominally  worth  near  a million  pounds 
sterling,  intrinsically  worth  about  a sixtieth  part  of  that  sum, 
were  in  circulation,”  and  very  soon  tlie  people  began  to  cry 
out  against  tlie  plague  of  the  “brass  money.” 

On  account  of  the  source  of  the  metal,  these  pieces  have 
ever  borne  the  name  of  “gun  money.”  One  peculiarity  unique

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\vith  this  coinage,  is  the  giving  of  thc?7>i07«/// of  issue  on  each 
piece  ; every  month  from  July  1689  to  October  1690,  both 
inclusive,  being  represented  on  some  one  of  them.  The  cut 
attliehead  of  this  article  is  of  the  shilling  ( XII  )'struck  in 
August  1689.  This  illustration  will  also  serve  to  describe 
the  VI  and  XXX  pence  pieces,  the  only  variations  being  in 
size,  date  and  numeral.  Of  the  cro  wn  there  is  but  one  type. 
Obv.-  King  on  horseback;  the  usual  legend, 
llev.- Crown  surrounded  by  crowned  shields,  ano  dom., 
1690.  Legend:  Christo  vi cto re  triumph o. 

It  was  in  this  year  that  the’  Hattie  of  The  Boyne  put.a 
quietus  to  the  ambition  of  James  II,  and  at  the  same  time  an 
end  to  his  strange  coinage. 

These  })ieces  being  issued  in  such  numbers,  specimens 
in  from  fair  to  good  condition,  are  readily  obtained  to-day.

Philately  versus  Numism.atics. 

Philately  is  ])reemineiitly  the  study  of  youth. 

IS'umismaties  is  prcemiueiitly  the  study  of  tuauhood. 
One  teaches  of  things  of  the  jircsent  time ; the  other  tells  us 
of  the  present,  and  also  goes  hack  into  the  dim  recessc.-i  of 
history  over  2500  years. 

There  are  many  points  of  similarity  between  tliese  tAo 
branches  of  collecting.  Both  represent  a money  value,  real  or 
imaginary,  both  are  universally  under  governmental  control 
and  their  interests  are  so  closely  allied,  that  the  collectors  ot 
one  often  add  the  other.  Did  the  philatelist  oftener  take  up 
coins  as  an  annex  or  adjunct  we  would  see  less  of  the  col- 
lecting of  tobacco,  beer  and  shoe  stamps;  le.'-'s  surcharge  and 
reprint  agitation;  less  patent  medicine-attachinent-fol-de-rol, 
and  other  superbondonsical  superfluities,  that  are  brooded  o- 
ver  and  nursed  liy  the  average  philatomaniac  e)f  to-day. 

To  this  class  of  collectors,  vdio  are  inclined  to  Icaj*  the 
philatelic  fence  and  give  vent  to  their  surcharged  enthusi- 
asm in  tii  e baiivn  fli'lds  without,  would  wc  recommend  tlu‘ 
collection  and  study  of  coins;  a Science  not  a Hohhij. 

Coins  r^[)resont  wealth,  stability,  endurance,  age. 

Stamps,  more  n sthctic,  represent  fictitious  value,  insta- 
bility, the  present,  de(!:;y.  The  one  teaches  of  ancient,  medi- 
leval  a,nd  modern  history;  the  other,  the  later  modern. 

As  between  Numismatics  and  Philately,  we  have  no  hes- 
itation in  ple.cing  the  former  far  higher  u}>  the  scale  of  col- 
lecting, and  in  saying  this,  we  do  not  wish  to  be  understood 
as  disjairaging  orthodox  philately  ; for  over  a quarter  of  a cen- 
tury have  we  stood  by  the  flag  upon  the  ramjiarts,  and  noth- 
ing we  have  done  would  wo  undo;  and  nothing  we  have  said 
would  we  unsay  ; but  that  there  is  more  satisfaction,  more 
dignity,  more  knowledge,  more  for  the  man  of  lerrning  in 
Numismatics,  w'e  firmly  believe  and  know.  And  so,  not  that 
we  love  })hilatcly  less  but  that  w'e  love  nuniismatics  more  do 
we  say  these  things.

^ hero  lias  always  been  something  peculiarly  facinating 
r ia  the  coins  of  the  Orient,  particularly  those  of  pure 
oriental  ty})C,  before  the  inhuence  of  Britain  had  grafted 
occidentalism  on  to  orientalism,  by  the  introduction  of  the 
‘•(Queens  head.” 

Because  of  the  inability  of  the  collector  to  translate  the 
Arabic,  'rurkish,  Persian,  Indian  or  Chinese  hieroglyphics 
it  has  been  held  that  these  coins  possess  little  interest  for  the 
collector.  It  the  standard  of  interest  were  measured  by  the 
facility  of  translating  and  knowing  all  about  a coin,  then 
might  the  statement  be  true.  But  is  it  true?  Is  it  the  game 
(luickly  brought  to  bay  that  gives  the  greatest  pleasure  and 
excitement  in  the  chase?  Is  it  the  problem  easiest  solved, or 
t.ic  goal  easily  reached  that  we  i>ride  ourselves  in?  Is  not 
there  something  in  the  human  mind  that  delights  in  sur- 
mounting obstacles  and  overcoming  difticulties?  Each  one 
may  make  his  own  application  and  answer  thes6  questions 
for  himself. 

The  Oriental  coin,  like  any  other,  possesses  the  least  in- 
terest wdien  the  least  is  known  of  them  ; but  as  we  become 
better  acquainted  withThem  the  more  interesting  hey  be- 
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come,  and  there  is  no  reason  why  the  average  collector  should 
not  be  on  intelligent  and  familiar  terms  vvith  his  oriental  vis- 
itors, even  if  not  on  “speaking”  terms.  Oriental  languages 
are  particularly  sign  languages.  The  natives  express  them- 
selves by  gesticulating  as  well  as  by  the  tongue. 

We  propose  in  these  articles  to  inform  our  readers  by 
“signs”  and  otherwise,  something  about  these  coins,  with  the 
hope  that  wdien  we  finish,  you  will  have  an  increased  interest 
in  the  coins  of  the  Orient,  and  be  able  to  locate  most  of  the 
coins  of  this  class  you  may  possess. 

By  this  sign,  (see  cut  at  the  head  of  this  article, ) shall 
you  know  the  coins  of  Morocco;  a Dependency  of  Turkey  in 
North  West  Africa.  A coinage  peculiar  to  itself,  and  in 
which  the  collector  never  should  be  mistaken.  These  coins 
are  struck  in  Cousta  itinople;  have  the  appearance  of  having 
been  once  hinged  like  a watch  and  the  hinge  broken.  On  the 
obverse  is  a double  triangle  surrounded  by  a simple  ring,  or 
as  ill  our  illustration,  a fluted  border;  on  the  reverse  in  Ara- 
bic, is  the  mint  mark  and  date  in  Roman  numerals,  dating 
from  the  Hegira,  or  flight  of  Mahomet. 

These  coins  are  struck,  in  both  silver  and  copper,  the 
silver  vary  somewhat  from  the  copper  in  design,  the  triangle 
is  absent  and  the  mint  mark  is  on  the  obverse.  The  copper 
coins  differ  also,  in  some  the  triangles  only,  oc<  upy  both  sides 
of  the  coin;  again,  only  the  date,  inside  of  a rude  line  frame- 
work, is  all  that  is  to  be  found  on  the  reverse;  but  keeping  in 
mind  the  principle  characteristics  ;-  the  rude  Roman  numer- 
als and  the  triangles,  any  one  should  be  able  to  locate  tlies(> 
coins  wdthout  trouble.  Morocco  being  contiguous  to  Spain 
in  location,  and  closely  connected  by  trade,  has  a great  quan- 
tity of  Spanish  coin  passing  current.

And  now  we  come,  to  what  may  seem  to  be,  the 
most  difficult  portion  of  our  task,  ami  well  for  us  is  it 
that  we  illustrate  b s and  not  variiUies,  for  the  varieties 
are  legion. 


•VXD  YEAR  ROOK  FOR  1801. 
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In  ouv  cabinet  arc  Indian  coins  from  about  J ()()()  A.  D, 
ilown  to  the  i)rcscnt  time.  They  arc  of  all  sizes  and  sliapes; 
round,  square,  oval;  lumps,  dumps ; thick,  tbin;  with  in- 
scriptions in  Arabic,  Sanscrit,  I’crsian,  llindostancc,  Ben- 
i^alec,  etc.,  and  sometimes,  owing  to  the  mixed  character  of 
the  population,  m.ay  be  seen  inscriptions  in  four  tongues  on 
the  .-amecoin. 

Most  of  these  coins,  issued  over  a hundred  years  ago, 
have  the  a[)i)earance  of  having  been  punched  out  of  rudely 
inscribovl  })lates,  much  after  the  fashion  of  the  housewife  in 
making  her  cookies  ; on  this  account  it  is  ditKcult  to  find  two 
coins  bearing  exactly  the  same  inscri})tions. 

'fio  illustrate  this,  reference  is  Jiiade  to  cuts  number  4 & 5 
on  page  18;  showing  specimens  of  the  coinage  of  that  wise 
and  prudent  ruler,  Sikander-bin-Buhlol,  A.  D.  1488-151'/; 
and  Shah  Alum,  heir  to  the  throne  and  last  king  of  Delhi, 
who  was  a fugitive,  had  both  eyes  put  out  and  lived  a pen- 
sioner of  the  British  government,  and  dying  early  in  the 
present  century.

Number  two  illustrates  one  of  the  modern  rupees  with 
Persian  inscrijition.  It  was  struck  in  Calcutta,  and  the  in- 
scription translated  would  be :-ob verse ;he  who  is  the  shadow 
of  divine  favor,  the  defender  of  the  religion  of  Mahomet,  the 
Emperor  Shah  Alum,  coins  money  for  seven  climates. 

Reverse:- Struck  in  Morshedebad  (Calcutta,)  in  the 
nineteenth  year  of  the  happy  accession  to  the  throne.

It  is  a nice  thing  to  sit  ad  i<inem,-\)\  the  fireside;  or  ad 
ww/HYfw,- by  some  shady  tree,  and  while  away  the  iileasant 
hours  looking  over  a nice  album  of  ])Ostage  stamps  of  beauti- 
ful and  rare  design  and  artistic  arrangement  ; they  are  a 
pleasing  picture  to  the  eye  and  a delight  to  the  mind;  but 
they  will  not  tell  yon  of  Ancient  Greece  and  Rome;  of  Par- 
thia  or  of  Pactria  and  other  nations  now  known  only  in  histo- 
ry. Of  a Philip  and  Alexander  The  Great  ora  Caesar,  they 
tell  you  nothing;  of  a Charlemagne  and  'William  The  (’on- 
queror,  they  are  dumb;  and  of  a Charles  XII,  Fi-ederick  The 
Great  and  Napoleon,  tliey  are  silent. 

To  bo  sure  a few  historical  personages  and  events  are 
occasionally  deq>ictefl  on  the  face  of  thestanq).  The  features 
of  a AYashingtoii,  Fra  ikliu  and  Jetferson  m.ay  illumine  the 
stamp,  that  the  originals  never  oven  dreamed  of. 

The  luscious  peach  is  a royal  fruit,  but  add  the  cream 
and  it  becomes  a repast  fit  for  the  gods.  Stamps  are  a de- 
lightful collecting;  but  add  to  them  coins  and  you  have,  not 
only  the  beauty  and  facinatioii,  Imt  a study  worthy  the  brain 
of  any  man.

The  dares  found  on  most  of  the  oriental  coins,  are  usu- 
ally as  unreliable  as  certain  of  its  peoples  are  represented  to 
be.  For  upwards  of  thirtylive  years,  or  during  the  reigns  of 
Abdul  Medjidand  Abdul  Aziz,  the  dates  1255  and  1277  ap- 
peared yearly  on  the  coins  of  Turkey  and  Egy]>t;  and  yet  a,^ 
closer  inspection  of  these  coins  reveals  certain  figures  giving 
the  sultans  reign,  which  added  to  the  date  gives  the  year 
in  which  it  was  struck;  but  of  this  more  anon.  And  so  we 
lind  the  same  disregard  of  dates  and  inscriptions  on  the  more 
oriental  types  of  the  coins  of  India. 

Another  feature  tliat  the  collector  must  have  noticed  in 
the  coins  of  the  Mahomedan  nations,  is  the  absence  of  the 
j)ortraits  of  the  rulers.  Since  the  Seventh  Century  no  por- 
traits of  caliph  or  ruler,  has  ever  been  put  on  a coin  issued  by 
authority  in  those  countries  under  the  influence,  of  the  reli- 
gion of  Mahomed,  because  forbidden  by  the  Koran. 

For  over  two  hundred  years,  or  up  to  1858,  the  East  In- 
dia Company  monopolized  the  making  of  coins  for  India,  but 
it  was  not  until  about  1800,  that  the  coinage  began  to  loose 
its  native  characteristics  and  take  on  a more  modern  as})cct, 
but  in  1845  the  influence  of  England  w-as  so  strong  as  to 
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‘ Xo.  4 Co])per  of  the  Emperor  Shah  Alum, 
overcome  the  prejudice  or  superstition  of  the  natives,  by  ven- 
turing the  introduction  of  a portrait  on  the  coins,  and  from 
henceforth  'tl)e  youthful  features  of  Englands  Queen  lias 
graced  the  coinage  of  India.

Several  cities  claim  the  honor  of  being  the  birtli  place, 
and  final  resting  ]>!'ice  of  Ilor.ier.  Several  countries  are  like- 
wise claimed  as  the  first  to  strike  or  coin  money.  Among 
the  c.irly  (li’ccian  States,  there  Avas  a difference  of  opinion  as 
to  which  nation  or  prince  struck  the  first  coins;  and  if  this 
matter  was  a subject  of  disjmte  then,  Ave  do  not  presume  to 
settle  it  now.  d'here  is,  hoAvevor,  no  doubt  but  that  estern 
.Vsia  first  knew  the  use  of,  and  received  the  benefits  of  this 
ncAV  medium  of  exchange,  bearing  the  stain])  of  authority 
U[)on  its  face.  At  this  day,  ojiinion  is  divided  as  to  Avhether 
Lydia  or  Argos  were  first  in  the  field,  but  the  weight  of  evi- 
dence apjiears  to  In'  in  favor  of  the  former.  Ileroilitus  gives 
his  testiinoiiA"  in  favor  of  the  lAdians,  but,  hoAvcA  cr  that  may 
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he,  there  is  no  douht,  taking  historical  evidence,  the  general 
ai)pearance,  and  primitive  design  and  manner  of  striking  into 
consideration,  that  both  these  nations  began  the  striking  of 
coin  about  the  same  time,  and  that  period  between  800-750 
H..C. 

About  this  time,  ]\Iiletus  in  Ionia,  and  the  Island  of  JE- 
gina  began  to  strike  coins,  and  there  are  those  who  give  these 
nations  the  honor  of  first  coinage.

There  can  he  no  doubt  but  that  tl'.ese  peoples,  so  closely 
allied  in  kindred,  proximity,  and  commercial  relations,  were 
quick  to  note  the  innovations  of  their  neighbors ; and  so  we 
find  it  easy  to  believe,  that  when  one  of  these  slates  or  na- 
tions, adopted  the  use  of  a piece  of  metal,  of  definite  shape 
and  weight,  with  the  stamp  of  authority  upon  its  face  ; that 
its  convenience  over  the  old  lumps  and  bars  of  metal,  must 
have  been  quickly  appreciated  by  their  neighbors  and  adopt-

“About  the  beginning  of  the  Christian  era  a notable  reb- 
el, one  Wang  Mang,  rose  in  revolt  against  the  infant  suc- 
cessor of  Ping-te  ( 1 A.  D.  ),  and  in  9 A.  I),  proclaimed  him- 
self emperor.  lie,  however,  at  best  only  gained  the  suffrages 
of  a })ortion  of  tlie  nation,  and  before  long  his  oppressive 
acts  estranged  even  these  supp  >rters  from  him.  In  23  A.  D. 
Lew  Sew  headed  a formidable  rising  against  him  and  com- 
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pletely  defeated  him.  He  was  destined,  however,  to  die  by 
the  luinds  of  his  followers.  In  a revolt  of  his  remaining 
troops,  his  head  was  struck  from  his  shoulders  and  his  body 
was  torn  in  pieces  by  his  own  s )ldiery.

I"j)  to  the  seventh  century  money  was  not  in  fceneral 
use  in  Japan.  All  debts  and  taxes  Avere  paid  in  rice,  which 
Avas  the  standard  ol  val  ne  up  to  about  the  fifteenth  century. 
The  early  small  coin  of  Japan  present  much  the  same  gen- 
eral characteristics  as  the  early  coinage  of  China,  as  might  he 
expected  of  a country  so  closely  connected  in  territory,  trade, 
hiiiguage  aiKl  customs.  Gold  and  silver,  in  lumps  or  ingots, 
eaiiy  passed  current  Avhen  stamped  Avitli  Aveight  or  A'alue  by 
tliu  xuaster  oi  the  iVlint.

In  Algiers,  the  coins  of  France 
are  the  principle  circulating  medium,  and  we  believe  the 
j)resent  coins  of  Tunis  were  struck  in  England.  The  coins  of

Morocco  have  already  been  described.  Tunis  will  betaken  up 
later.  Smvrna  has  a branch  mint  but  little  has  ever  been 
done  there.  The  coins  of  Turkey  circulate  freely  in  nil  her 
dependencies  and  among  all  people  under  the  inliueme  of  the 
religion  of  Mahomed.  These  coins  have  three  characteris- 
tics, viz  : 

I The  absence  of  all  likenesses  of  natural  objects. 

II  The  Arabic  inscriptions. 

III  The  Monogram  or  Toghra  of  tlm  Sultan. 

With  these  three  characteristics  present,  the  collector 
may  be  reasonably  sure  that  he  has  a coin  of  Turkey,  or  one 
of  her  dependencies.

The  Finance  Minister  of  Mexico  has  submitted  to  tiie 
Congress  of  that  republic  a plan  for  an  entire  revision  of  the 
monetary  laws  and  coinage.  It  provides  that  the  monetary 
sj^stem  of  the  republic  shall  consist,  as  at  present,  of  g(;kl, 
silver,  co])per  and  l)rass  coins.  The  monetary  unit  shall  (ci.- 
tinue  to  be  the  silver  dollar.  The  fractions  of  this  ('oilar 
shlill  be  represented  by  silver  coins  of  the  value  of  live,  tc  n 
and  twenty  cents.  The  lowest  subdivision  of  the  dollar  shall 
be  one  cent,  represtaited  by  a*  co])per  coin  of  eight  grammes 
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in  eight,  with  a diameter  of  t\venty-five  millimeters.  The 
government  shall  have  authority  to  replace  this  coin  by  an- 
other of  brass  of  the  same  weight  and  diameter,  if  thought  to 
be  advantag  ous. 

The  silver  dollar  shall  retain  its  present  form;  but  the 
design  thereof  shall  be  improved,  and  its  inscriptions  relative 
to  its  fineness  and  value  shall  be  modified  so  as  to  express  the 
former  in  thousandths,  and  give  the  latter  written  in  full 
without  abbreviation.  The  fractionary  coins  shall  have  the 
same  emblems,  and  also  such  legends  as  recpiired  to  make  a 
good  distinction.  On  one  side  of  the  gold  coins  the  coat  of 
arms  of  the  nation  shall  be  engraved,  as  in  the  silver  coins; 
but  the  emblems  on  the  other  side  shall  be  the  bust  of  Hidal- 
go, accom])anied  with  the  proper  inscription.  The  copper  or 
brass  coins  shall  liave  also  on  one  sid  ■ the  coat-of -arms  of  the 
nation,  and  on.  the  other  a wreath  of  laurel  and  oak  with  the 
necessary  inscription.

We  can  afford  to 
begin  small.  The  field  is  wide  and  rich,  and  the  harvest  sure. 

The  Association  must  be  primarily  in  the  interest  of  the 
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great  class  of  less  advanced  and  beginning  collectors. 

In  ancient  days,  ten  good  men  could  not  be  found  in 
Sodom  to  save  the  city.  We  do  better  in  these  days;  our  ten 
and  more  have  been  found.  The  country  is  safe. 

These  otticers  nominated  are  all  tried  and  true,  and  ear- 
nest workers  in  the  numismatic  field.

No  one  can  understand  the  nature  of  this^e?tM.s'  homo, 
his  desires,  his  aspirations  and  his  vietcudes,  as  one  working 
in  the  same  line  of  thought  or  develoiieinent : and  so,  as  we 
have  said,  this  has  become  the  era  of  association  of  common 
interests,  and  whether  they  be  Religious,  Scientific.  Labor, 
or  Political;  Fashion  or  Fad;  it  matters  not,  the  need  for  it 
i . the  same. 

Unto  iVtrarcdi,  so  far  as  we  know,  is  given  the  credit 
of  l.'eing  the  first  collector  of  coins.

Ce;-t;iin  it  is.  th  it  from  his  time  down,  the  science  of  Nnmis-- 
mat  es  has  occupied  the  attention  of  someof  the  most  bril- 
liant minds  in  all  the  generations  which  have  passed.  Of  the 
ia  liv.  1 1 il  1)1  ijlio,  t'i.‘  ros.ilts  of  this  collecting  and  stii  ly, 
it  is  m-t  in  the  [.roAiiue  of  this  article  to  speak,  but  to 
t'le  impo!  t;'.nce  of  an  Association  of  Numismatists,  do  we 
now  turn  our  t ention. 
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Ill  the  science  of  Numismatics, 

of  study, 

begins  with  the  dawn  of  authentic  history.  As  it  is  the  most 
ancient  of  collectings,  so  is  it  one  of  the  most  learned.  From 
the  time  that  Midan  king  changed  the  golden  sands  of  the 
Pactolus  into  coin,  750  B.  C.,  to  the  year  of  grace  1891,  the 
Avdiole  civilized  world  belongs,  by  right,  to  the  numismatist. 
The  student  in  this  science  needs  no  book ; the  continuous 
line  of  metal  in  coin  and  token  contemporary  with  the  e- 
vents  and  tinu  s themselves,  acquaint  him  with  the  history  of 
all  nations ; and  wdth  the  coins  before  him,  he  is  able  to  shake 
hands  across  the  centuries  and  bring  back  nations,  who  are 
known  only  in  history  ; languages  dead  thousands  of  years  ; 
records  and  historical  events  that  otherwise  would  have  been 
lost  forever;  and  cities  noiv  located  only  by  their  ruins. 

With  such  a worthy  study  before  us,  and  so  many  en- 
tering the  field,  the 

of  flssociatioy, 

are  almost  furjel  upon  us.  There  is  a strong  tendency  in 
these  times  for  on;  youth  to  rush  after  “fads,”  the  collecting 
of  things  of  little  or  no  value  or  importance.  These  are  good, 
or  worth  the  time  devoted  to  them,  only  as  they  lead  to 
something  higher  anl  better.  Thertu  arc  said  to  be  over 
20,000  collectors  of  coin  in  this  country.  While  we  believe 
this  to  be  much  tso  high  an  estimate,  we  will,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  proof  to  the  contrary,  accept  it.  Taking  these  fig- 
ures for  what  they  are  worth,  it  is  probable  that  less  than 
five  per-cent  collect  scientifically  or  intelligently;  about  for- 
ty per-cent  are  still  in  the  “mediasval”  age,  and  the  balance 
just  emerging  from  the  “barbaric”  state. 

To  these  varied  classes  will  the  Association  ajipeal, 
and  while  we  ask  those  below,  to  come  up  higher  and  occupy 
vantage  ground,  at  the  same  time  wmuld  we  ask  those,  al- 
ready on  the  heights  to  lend  their  infiuence  in  helping  to 
elevate  their  brothers  lower  down.

the  coins  an  i medals,  ‘biiore  historic  than  written  history,” 
which  have  been  handed  down  and  preserved  to  ns  through 
the  generations  of  the  past. 

hen  we  review  the  high  and  fanciful  coiorinys  sfiven 
the  past  and  its  heroes  by  history  makers,  their  strained  im- 
aginings  and  cphtradictory  statements,  I^umisma  points  to 
our  coins  and  medals  fortnitliful  history.  The  love  of  coun- 
try, race,  nationality,  and  rncmoric.s  of  the  past,  are  charac- 
teristics of  the  true  numismatist;  and  imbued  with  these 
qualities,  he  takes  a delight  and  pleasure  in  this  seieimc  little 
understood  by  others,  and  cries  out,  “TJurchaP'’  “I  have 
found  it!”  “On  tliis  rock  will  I stand  I”  Ilis  collection  proves 
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a cliain  of  connecting  links  down  thi  ough  the  ages ; undeni- 
able liistoryin  reliable  form. 

Til  less  a higher  motive  actuates  the  collector,  than  to 
sini[)ly  [)iit  together  in  methodical  and  mechanical  shape  his 
collection,  his  foundation  may  at  any  time  give  way.  It  is 
the  writers  confirmed  belief,  that  those  who  have  made  a 
thorough  study  of  this  science,  and  have  these  characteris- 
tics, are  “once  a numismatist  a numismatist.”  One 

of  these  died  lately  near  my  town  at  the  advanced  age  of 
ninety,  (it  is  said  that  Numisma  ttnds  to  longevity.)  On  his 
death  bed,  and  surrounded  by  his  family,  his  will  having 
been  nia<ie;5sto  tlio  disposition  of  his  property,  it  was  noticed 
that  his  e.ibinet  of  coins  had  been  omitted,  and  one  of  his 
vons  \-cutiuvd  the  (jiiestion,  “father  what  about  your  coins:” 
'rrne  to  tint  scionce  which  had  given  him  so  much  pleasure 
and  with  reasoning  faculties  perfect,  he  replied : 

“Ido  not  feel  like  giving  them  up,  and  were  I offered  a 
])iecc  that  i.«  needed  would  be  inclined  to  buy'  it.” 

In  looking  over  and  apjiraising  his  very  fine  collection 
at  the  reguost  of  his  sons,  the  writer  had  an  opportunity  to 
r<‘vicw  the  “lifeswork  d>>ne;’‘  the  labor,,  patience  and  skill, 
in  (he  CO  istr  ictioii  of  the  cabinets,  as  M'ell  as  the  lined  coiin- 
tcisnnk  10  wptacles,  each  one  having  in  true  methodical  ro- 
tation, t ile  coin  wanted  there  and  a minute  description  of  the 
piece  un  lenje  :th  jU'intc  l with  pen  and  ink  in  such  a manner 
as  must,  have  occupied  weeks  of  joyful  toil.  I could  imagine 
what  feelings  of  pride  must  have  thrilled  the  old  man  as  he 
re\  ic\vcd  his  labor  of  gathering  together  these  metallic  evi- 
dences so  carefully  and  thoroughly  done.  He  was  a frwe nu- 
mismatist! This  incident  was  to  me  as  an  oasis  in  the  desert 
stimulating  me  to  further  advancement. 

Let  us  see  to  it  that  our  Foundation  Stones  are  set  right 
and  a thorough  education  and  knowledge  inculcated,  or  the 
science  will  not  furnish  that  pleasure  and  charm  which  the 
Goddess  Numisma  delights  in  giving  all  her  true  devotees.-

Dogs  on  Money. 

There  is  an  important  group  of  about  f<  rfy  coin.'  c(o>- 
taining  outlines  of  dogs,  which  deserve  i-areful  study.  The 
interest  of  some  of  them  is  mainly  mythical,  as  with  the 
Ladaps,  the  hound  of  Actseon,  presented  to  (’ephalos  by  Fro- 
cris;or  with  the  dog  of  Segeste,  which  symbolized  the  river 
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Oritnisus.  But  there  are  enough  to  show  how  extensive  were 
tile  operations  of  the  dog  fancier  in  early  times,  The  coins 
• afford  no  evidence  of  the  developement  of  a spaniel,  there 
being  no  example  of  a [lendnlous  ear,  or  of  a mastiff,  though 
bull  dogs  Avero  undoubtedly  known  in  the  arenas  of  Imperi- 
al Rome.  But  they  prove  conclusively-what  is  shown  indeed 
by  the  less  artistic  iiroducts  of  Egyptian  pictography-that 
the  ancients  had  four  kinds  of  dogs-the  wolf  dog,  the  hound, 
the  grey-hound,  and  the  terrier.  The  Umbrians  had  their 
wolf  hounds,  the  Apulians  of  Asculum  their  grey -hounds, 
and  the  more  rugged  hunters  of  the  Tuscan  forests,  their  fox 
dogs.  The  favorite  dog  of  Artemis  Laphria,  as  on  the  coins 
of  Ratiae  and  Sparta,  was  agrey-hound,  while  Actason’s dogs 
must  have  been  half-breed  deer  hounds.  Rhegium,  if  the  coins 
mav  be  trusted,  had  his  sheep  dogs;  the  Macedonian  city  of 
Monde  its  terriers,  and  Cumae,  just  above  the  baj'- of  Naples, 
to  which  all  the  luxuries  of  the  ancient  world  were  brought, 
its  poodles.  Further  pursuit  of  this  line  of  enquiry  would 
probably  throw  some  useful  light  upon  the  direction  of  ca- 


nine domestication.

^ i>  TO  llie  pro.sentyear,  all  of  the  coins  of  China  luive 
been  cast.  In  1644  the  Ming  dynasty,  that  liad  ruled 
China  for  nearly  aoo  years  fell,  and  the  dominion  passed  in- 
to the  hands  of  the  victorious  Tartars;  the  Mautchu  dynas- 
ty \\  ii<  begun,  and  has  ruled  China  with  an  iron  hand  up  to 
the  present  tune. 

'hhe  typieal  eurrent  money,  called  “cash”  “tsien”  or 
“lungtsien,”  are  mostly  of  brass,  about  an  inch  in  diameter, 
a square  hole  in  the  center  and  raised  edges. 

On  the  obverse  are  always  four  clni'.’acters  in  Chinese. 


In  the  same  i>!aee  as  IX  on  the  clock,  is  the  character 
Faou,  (money),  and  this  is  the  last  in  the  legend.  When 


this  i>  found  you  will  know  where  the  top  of  the  coin  is.

Fcav  collectors,  in  the  beginninc:,  Imve  a suitable  lOcc]  - 
taelefor  their  specimens;  ))articularly  is  this  true  of  the  fol- 
lowers of  Numisina  Perhaps  a bag,  small  enveloiu  s,  box 
or  drawer,  maybe  tacked  around  edges  or  placed  in  perfora- 
ted cardboard  and  framed;  ami  sometimes  in  sma’l  wood,  tin 
or  iron  cabinets,  without  })roportion  or  order,  giving  much 
trouble  and  inconvenience  in  sorting  out  or  displaying. 

“Experience  is  the  best  of  teachers,”  and  the  old  saying- 
holds  good  lure.  As  a rule  numismatists  develop  in  about 
the  same  manner,  though  the  exception,  that  proves  the  rule, 
will  ojjasionilly  be  noticed  in  the  embryo  numismatist  ex- 
hibiting such  math  >d  and  skill  as  can  but  augur  well  for  Ins 
future  in  tiie  science. 

In  this  article,  the  writer  propose?  to  give  his  ideas  as 
to  how  a coin  cabinet  should  be  constructed;  its  proportions, 
material,  position,  and  sometl.ing  regards  the  care  of  coins. 

I,  Proportion:  slides;  inside  measn  o,  -2ft,xlft  3 inches, 
in  thickness;  set  to  leave  inch  depth,  and  grooved  into  tlie 
sides  to  p.-ev'e  it  warping  or  twisting;  tlie  bottoms  set  so  as 
to  leave  space  b.do-.v  the  two  extreme  ends  and  arranged  to 
run  easy  by  the  insertion  of  two  rollers  at  each  ( nd.  For 
drawing,  two  movable  rings  attached  to  tlic  f.ice  of  th  .>  slide. 

Three  cabinets,  set  one  above  the  other,  give  room  for 
a fair  sized  collection;  hut  these  can  be  further  added  to  if 
necessary.  After  considerable  study  and  experience,  the  pro- 
portions above,  seem  to  me  the  best,  giving  room  ns  it  does 
for  reily  display,  an  1 the  running  of  a number  of  series; 
sufficient  space  for  exhibiting  an  1 sorting  into  varieties  or 
types,  which  are  oftentimes  very  prolific. 

II,  Material:  The  material  should  be  of  the  best  sea- 
soned woods,  and  put  together  in  the  firmest  manner.  The 
bottom  of  each  drawer  should  be  covered  with  thick  blot- 
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ting  ]);i})t‘r  over  which  a layer  of  flannel,  after  being  thor- 
oughly cleaned  from  any  chemicals  used  in  its  makeup,  leav- 
ing a slight  siiace  around  the  edges;  ( for  my  cabinet  I use 
blotting  paper  cover,  on  top,  as  Avell  as  underneath  the  coins;) 
vary  the  color  of  the  flannel  to  suit  the  coins; -for  coi)pcr, 
white;  -silver,  rod  ; the  best  contrast  for  the  silver  is  blue,  if 
it  can  be  obtained  free  of  injurious  chemicals. 

III,  Positioii : If  possible  an  entire  room  should  be  ap- 
))ropriated,  in  which  the  student  can  find  tlie  seclusion  desi- 
rable. The  walls  and  furniture  antique,  and  in  harmony  with 
the  science.  The  room  should  be  a diw"  one,  ai  d the  cabinets 
Tievei'  placed  agi-inst  brick  or  stone  walls.  The  frent  of  the 
cabinet  should  be  enclosed  by  two  doors  with  lock  and  key. 
A pair  of  stout  Inn. dies  upon  either  end,  and  the  whole  set 
upon  a table  2ieet  4 inches  by  3 feet,  will  give  table  space  for 
drawn)  slieles,  or  a narrower  table  with  drop  leaf  might  be  u- 
tilized.  Convenient  surroundings  are  extremely  helpful.  A 
S-'cretary  or  evriting  desk  surmounted  by  shelving  for  books, 
recepticals  for  stationery,  letters  answered  and  unanswered  ; 
places  for  duplicate  coins  etc.,  etc. 

IV,  Care  of  Coins:  Coins,  although  apt  to  shift  about, 
present  a much  better  ajipearance  w'itbout  stop  strips  oi- 
countersinks.  Coi)])er  and  silver  coins  should  never  oi-cupv 
the  s.nne  j)laqiU‘S,  iis  the  former  when  near  the  latter,  tend 
to  color  or  darken.  The  patinatimis  are  materially  affi'cted 
by  the  manner  in  which  copper  coin  are  kept,  and  as  the 
market  values  are  controlled  by  this  as  well  as  condition,  too 
much  care  cannot  be  taken  in  th.e  j)reservation  of  the  patiii- 
ations.  ddie  less  coins  and  inedals  are  handled  the  better:  we 
should  avoid  allowing  any  one  unused  to  handling  coins  to  do 
So;  as  dam})  or  sweaty  hands  start  a corrosion  on  the  coins. 

In  handling,  do  so  by  t'ue  extreme  edges  oidy.  No  coin 
or  niediil  should  take  its  })lace  in  tlie  cabinet  without  close 
ius})jctioii  iis  to  cle.udiness.  Any  foreign  niatter,  if  allowed 
to  remain,  will  form  a fungus  gi\)wth,  eiiting  into  and  coi-- 
roding  the  coin.  Much  care  should  be  exercised  in  remox  ing 
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all  this;  a weak  solution  of  atuiuoii’a,  ami  soft  waD  r.  soap 
ami- a jo  weld’s  brush  will  do  all  the  work  ueoossarv,  \\i]0 
with  ilrv  chauiols  sk'u  and  hrus’.i  the  iiiterstic  s out  with  a 
dry  soft  brush. 

Coin  eloauing  should  novel’  he  indulged  in  except  it  be 
absolutely  necessary.  2'Iany  a valuable  coin  has  liecn  ruined 
bv  “cleaning.”  ^lore  or  loss  injury  cannot  boavoitled  in  Lliis 
process.  Strong  acids  or  alkalis  should  never,  under  anv(ii- 
cnnistauecs,  be  used.

Diffei-ent  types  liave  been  strnc'k 
in  1283  and  1289  A.  II.,  but  the  main  features  are  the  same.

EFiNiTE  objective  points  should  be  aimed  at  in  co’- 


* lecting;  governed  by  limiueial  resources,  to  which 
add  time,  with  patience  and  perHeverence,  aided  by  knowl- 
edge of  jirocedure.  AVhat  to  collect?  This  question  should 
be  settled  at  the  outset,  or  regrets  will  occur  over  mistakes 


un.iversal  c illectiiig,  because  of  its  better  chances  of  suc- 
cess from  concentration  of  effort.  Tiie  Numismatist  should 
have  at  hand  for  constant  reference,  works  from  the  best 
authorities  on  his  chosen  lines  of  collecting.  Some  special- 
ties require  a large  outlay,  and  much  e.xertion  to  acquire;  as 
in  the  coins  of  Greece,  &c.,  whilst  others  may  he  obtained 
with  less  capital.  We  were  shown  a very  fair  collection  of  the 
Coins  and  Tokens  of  Canada,  formed  with  verj^  little  cost. 
Time  and  perseverence  here  had  made  up  for  the  lack  of  pur- 
chasing power. 

In  the  coins  of  the  United  States,  lines  of  collecting  are 
presented  in  the  various  gold,  silver,  cojiper,  nickle  and 
bronze  issues;  the  Colonial,  and  Trade  Tokens  ; some  of  which 
especially  the  tokens  issued  during  the  Rehelli(  n,  aie  very 
prolific;  some  750  varieties  occurring  in  one  state  and  650  in 
another.  The  series  of  iheU.  S.  Cents  (of  which  in  one  year 
over  eighty  die  varieties  are  found,)  the  half-cent  series,  the 
silver  and  gold  dollars,  and  the  higher  denominations  in  their 
respective  types  and  dates. 

In  collecting  the  coins  issued  by  any  government,  their 
correlative,  the  Historical  Medals,  should  also  have  a place, 
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backing  up  ami  making  the  collection  of  much  more  inter- 
est. The  collector  should  aim  to  ])rocurc  the  finest  si)ccimens 
obtainable,  and  beginning  the  scries  run  it  through  to  com- 
pletion. A pocket  reference  of  wants  and  condition  of  pie- 
ces already  iu  the  cabinet  should  be  kept.  The  collector  needs 
to  be  constantly  on  the  qui  vive  watching  for  o])i)ortunities 
to  bet: or  condition  and  to  fill  vacancies. 

In  Canada,  (where  about  2000  varieties  of  Coins,  Med- 
als an  1 l^okens.  under  the  French  and  English  regimes  are 
found,)  a rulebrs  prevailed  among  the  majority  of  collectors 
to  collect  evervtl  ing  in  metal  struck  from  d:es  and  having 
raised  letters;  from  the  Bar  or  Tiude  check,  to  the  highest 
grade  of  types  in  Governmental  or  Historical  significance. 
However,  we  have  a few  advanced  collectors,  who  refuse  to 
give  place  to  anything  not  issued  by  the  CTOvernment  or 
bearing  directly  o i \ ital  periods  of  their  countiv  s histoiv. 

What  is  vulgarly  called  muling  has  added  a difficult 
complexity,  and  should  J>e  denounced,  as  then  issue  lobs  the 
originals  (largely)  of  their  importance  in  the  event  they 
were  struck  to  commemorate,  so  distinct  obverses  and  rever- 
ses combine  1,  should  alone  be  given  place. 

To  aid  the  collector,  Auction  Sales  of  Coins  Ac.,  take 
place  in  Xew  York,  Boston,  Fhihidelphia  and  otlu-r  places, 
and  by  applying  for  catalogues  to  these  auction  houses,  an 
o])portunity  is  given  to  bid  on  [licccs  or  lots  to  a limit;  ten 
per-cent  commission  being  charged  on  the  purchase. 

These  sales  give  chances  for  securing  just  what  is  lack- 
ing at  auction  prices.  Unexperienced  collectors  should  care- 
fully examine  rare  pieces,  for  altered  dates  and  electrotyfie 
copies;  for  the  first  examine  by  holding  iij)  to  the  light  hor- 
izontally and  looking  across  the  field,  to  detect  scraping  or 
easing.  An  electrotype  can  be  detected  by  the  edges  and  in 
the  ring  of  the  metal.

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^og  on  America’s  §irst  Coinage./ji$J^ 


The  tirst  coins  struck  for  use  in  America,  were  these 
brass  pieces  struck  for  the  “vexed  Bermoothes,”  as  Shakes- 
peare puts  it,  about  the  year  1612.  Somers  Island,  as  it  was 
then  called,  was  named  after  Sir  George  Somers  who  died 
there,  from  it  is  said,  eating  excessively  of  fn'sh  pork. 

In  May  1616,  (.^aptaiu  John  Smith  appointed  Daniel 
Tucker  governor  of  Bt-rmuda,  and  he  states  in  his  history, 
that  this  governor  enforced  labor,  and  that  the  colonists  had 
“besides  moat,  di’ink  and  clothes,  a certain  kinde  of  brasse 
money,  with  a hogge  on  one  side,  in  memory  of  the  abun- 
dance of  liogges  found  at  their  first  landing.” 

Before  this  time  Sir  Thomas  Gates  and  a party  of  150 
had  been  wrecked  on  the  islands,  and  for  nine  months  they 
subsisted  chiefly  on  the  flesh  of  wild  hogs.  The  gr.atitude  of 
these  people  knew  no  bounds,  and  they  had  stam}»cd  the 
image  of  their  benefactor  in  brass  and  used  it  for  rnoney- 
the  most  endearing  form  it  could  possibly  assume. 

There  were  two  sizes  struck,  representing  the  six-pence 
and  shilling.  At  the  present  time  less  than  half  a dozen  of 
the  specimens  are  known. 

From  first  to  last,  the  hog  has  been  a faithful  friend  to 
the  American  people,  and  whatever  aestheticism  might  have 
urged  to  the  contrary,  it  was  but  sini])le  justice  to  allow 
the  hog  the  honor  of  taking  the  lead  in  furnishing  the  de- 
vice for  American  coins.

A greater  varietj^  of  coin  is  said  to  circulate  in  Scanda- 
navia  than  in  any  other  country. 

The  German  Mints  coined  over  £10,000,000  worth  of 
gold  in  1889.  In  1890,  less  than  half  that  amount. 

lioumania  has  substituted  a gold  for  her  silvei- standard 
but  no  change  is  yet  noted  in  her  coins  in  consequence. 

In  1890,  Italy  struck  only  £54,603  in  gold  for  home  use 
besides  some  silver  and  bronze  for  the  colony  of  Kidtrea  in 
Africa. 
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^rabe  ©offars  (^u^o6^ogra^J3^.^^^ 

The  trade  dollar  was  a coumiereial  convenience  when  it 
was  first  coined,  but  it  is  now  a coinmerci.  Inuisance.  In  1873 
the  trade  dollar  was  issued  for  purposes  of  trade  with  China 
and  other  Asiatic  countries.  Before  that  tune  Americans  had 
been  buying  Mexican  dollars  and  shipping  them  to  the  Ori- 
entals in  payment  of  merchandise  The  trade  dollar  was  nev- 
er intended  for.eirculation  in  this  country,  but  for  exporta- 
tion abroad.  For  five  years  tl  ey  were  coined  and  largely  used. 
The  merchants  might  have  as  well  used  silver  barsfortheir 
Eastern  trade,  but  it  was  thought  that  the  stamp  of  the  Gov- 
ernment certifying  420  grains  of  silver  900  fine  would  give 
other  countries  greater  confidence  than  to  use  simple  bars  of 
unstamped  or  uncertified  silver. 

From  1873  to  187G  they  were  legal  tender,  and  fifteen 
millions  of  them  were  coined.  From  18i6  to  1878  all  trade 
dollars  coined  were  not  legal  tender,  but  it  is  the  opinion  of 
eminent  lawyers  that  the  fifteen  millions  already  coined  were 
legal  tender,  while  those  coined  after  1870  were  not.  Their 
coinage  was  discontinued  Feb.  22,  1878,  up  to  which  time 
there  had  been  35,  959,300  coined.  The  exact  value' of  the 
trade  dollar  now  is  seventy-seven  cents,  although  people  get 
as  much  more  than  that  for  them  as  they  can. 

Feb.  19,  an  act  was  passed  by  C’ongress  authori- 

zing the  redemj»tion  of  trade  dollars  for  six  months  dol- 
lar for  dollar.  At  that  time  staticians  estimated  that  there 
were  about  seven  million  in  the  country.  As  6,689,030  were 
redeemed,  it  is  now  probable  that  there  are  not  many  now  in 
the  United  States,  aithough  they  do  not  command  a premi- 
um as  rarities. 

Like  all  other  coins  of  value  the  trade  dollar  has  been 
counterfeited,  most  of  the  counterfeits  being  made  of  type 
metal  and  circulated  in  China,  Japan,  and  the  Fast  Indies. 
The  inhabitants  of  the  East  have  learned  to  be  wary  and 
watchful  when  handling  coins  from  the  Occident.  Most  of 
the  trade  dollars  that  went  to  the  Fastein  countries  were 
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melted  and  recoined  in  the  currency  of  the  Orient.  The  trade 
dollar  contains  four  grains  more  of  silver  than  the  standard 
dollar,  and  has  eighty-one  thousandths  less  of  alloy.

Dr.  Geo.  D.  Heath. 

Dr.  Geo.  F.  Heath,  whose  portrait  is  lierewith  presented 
was  horn  at  Warsaw  Wyomincf  Co.,  N,  Y.,  oa  Sept.  20  1850. 
In  18<^4  he  commenced  his  business  career  as  a drusr  clerk  in 

O 

Poultney,  Yt.,  where  he  remained  until  1870,  when  lie  went 
to  Warrensburg  Mo.,  Mdiere  for  nearly  five  years  he  held  a 
commission  in  the  postal  service  under  President  Gr.int. 

In  1876  he  was  again  in  the  drug  business,  ami  in  the 
meantime,  from  1876  to  1879,  had  served  two  terms  as  al- 
derman in  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Warrensburg. 

In  1879  he  began  the  study  of  medicine  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  from  which  he  graduated  in 
1881.  He  was  President  of  his  class  both  years,  and  on  grad- 
uation, AV'as  elected  by  the  State  Hoard  of  llegents,  of  the 
University,  to  he  Surgeon  and  Resident  Physician  in  charge 
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of  the  State  Hospital.  From  this  position  he  resigned  in 
Jane  1884  and  entered  the  general  practiee  of  medicine  at 
Mon  roe  Mich.,  in  which  profession  he  continues  at)d  is  also 
J iivision  Surgeon  for  the  Michigan  Central  R,  R.,  between 
Detroit  and  Toledo.  In  1876  he  was  married,  and  has  two 
children,  a boy  of  six,  and  a girl  of  fifteen  months. 

lie  b-!gan  in  1863  to  collect  coins  and  stamps,  and  has 
devoted  much  of  liis  leisure  to  these  subjects  ever  since.  He 
also  has  valuable  collections  of  Indian  Relics;  Autographs  of 
j)rominent  peoplepast  and  present;  JMinerals  etc,  and  his  pri- 
vase  lil)rary  contains  upwards  of  a thousand  volumes.  (It  is 
unnejossary  to  state  to  the  readers  of  this  journal,  that  with- 
out disparaging  any  other  lines,  he  considers  the  collecting 
and  study  of  the  monies  of  the  world,  as  the  collecting  of  all 
collectings.) 

In  politics  he  has  ever  been  Rejmbliean  from  ju-ineiple. 
He  has  never  soughtoffice.  In  the  spring  of  1 890  he  received 
the  nomination  of  his  party  for  .M  lyorand  was  elected  by  a 
good  majority,  though  his  party  was  largely  in  the  minority 
in  his  city. 

When  not  engaged  in  relieving  afflicted  humanity,  am- 
putations and  other  kindred  amusements,  he  devotes  his 
time  to  the  more  serious  busine.ss  ol  his  c ollections,  and  the 
N UMisM.vTi.vr.
